PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Andover at the last annual town meeting appropriated 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1200) for the ser-. 
vices of a public health nurse for the term of one year. 

At the same time a committee of seven was appointed 
to formulate plans for a Public Health Association. ‘The 
committee elected officers as follows: President, Mary 
Putney Bachelder; Secretary, Mary Clay Roby; Treas- 
urer, Anson H. Kilburn; Directors, Dr. Mackenzie, Idella 
K. Farnum, Anna Belle Woodward, Stella Tuttle Thomp- 
son. After painstaking search with many discourage- 
ments and consequent delay the committee secured the 
services of Miss Mabel B. Davis of Springfield, Mass., a 
graduate nurse, who came most highly recommended. Miss 
Davis commenced her work Miay 15th. Her report for 
eight and one-half months is hereto appended. 

It should be borne in mind that by the recently enacted 
State Educational Law it is obligatory upon each town to 
bear the expense of having all children attending school 
professionally examined for physical defects. Miss Davis 
having done this work has saved the town approximately 
$125.00. Through her efforts the Modern Health Crusade 
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has been inaugurated and hot lunches served to those pu- 
pils who remain at school during the noon hour. The Pub- 
lic Health Nurse is the messenger who brings the last word 
in science where it is most needed and relieves the distress 
in many homes where gloom must otherwise prevail. It re- 
mains with our voters to decide whether Andover having 
put her hand to the plough shall turn back. The value of 
such work cannot be estimated by dollars and cents.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Andover, N. H., Feb. 4, 1921. 
‘To the School Board and Citizens of ‘Andover: 


I hereby present my report as superintendent of your 
schools. 

The past year and a half under the new school law thas 
been a period of adjustment to state requirements, and 
of attempt to increase the efficiency of our schools. 

When a careful ‘survey of school houses was made it 
was found that many alterations were necessary. At the 
Center new floors have been laid, and the stove in the 
grammar room jacketed, making it possible to heat the 
room saltisfactorily even in the coldest weather. The 
primary room, being smaller, can be ‘heated by the 
unjacketed stove, but some arrangement should be made 
for better ventilation. 

In this building the boys’ toilet was rebuilt and made 
sanitary, and the water system arranged to allow. the 
use of water ‘through ‘the winter. This was especially 
desirable when the teachers ‘began the. preparation of 
hot lunches. 

The ceiling at Cilleyville fell last winter anid was re- 
placed by wall iboard this summer, the walls ‘were 
similarly finished. Several new windows were added. 
‘The stove should be moved to the north-west corner and 
jacketed, as it is difficult to secure adequate heat. 

At Flagthole the light area ‘has been adjuested by the 
addition of 'two windows. 
~ At East Andover grammar the stove has been moved 
to the north side anid jacketed. This building and the 
one at the (Ceniter will need shingling this year, and some 
minor repairs are needed. 

Transferring the West Andover school to Cilleyville, 
and Dyer’s Crossing and Boston Hill to East Andover, 
prevented a large expenditure in these buildings. Boston 
Hill could not be occupied without a new floor and ad- 
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ditional windows; Dyer’s would require largely increased 
light, and remodeled toilets; West Anidover would need 
several additional windows anid ‘the toilets rebuilt. 

The state requirements are that the window area shall 
be equal 'to one-fifth of the floor area, with no front light ; 
tha't the toilets shall ‘be in decent anid sanitary condition, 
with fly proof vaults, and that the single toilet shall be 
allowed only in very small schools, and then when en- 
trance is from the school room only. 

The physical examination required each year in all 
schools was made in the spring term by Mass Davis, the 
district nurse. The annual examination for the present 
school year has already been completed. Miss Davis 
has made frequent visits to each school and has given 
health talks and taken personal interest in the general 
health conditions. The “Modern Health Crusade” hhas- 
been introduced, and many children are wearing the pins 
indicating honors they have won. ‘The cooperation of 
Miss Davis and the teachers thas produced noticeable im- 
provement in health conditions. Health and physical 
welfare ‘have been further promoted by the introduction 
of hot lunches for pupils who remain at school during 
the noon hour. 

The statistical table shows the attendance and mem- 
bership for the year ending August 31, 1920. A record 
of 187 tardinesses and an average of ten absences per 
session for an average membership of 129 pupils, inidi- 
cates a serious lack of understanding or of interest. In 
a few cases there has been wilful disregard of the law on 

the part of parents. In most cases absences are caused 
by sickness but one of the greatest ‘hindrances to good 
school work #s tardiness. We ask the cooperation of 
parents in doing away with all tardiness and all unneces- 
sary absence. 

We are fortunate in having resident women of experi- 
ence and character in all our schools, Their personal in- 
fluence upon pupils and their permanent interest in the 
children’s progress and development tend toward a high 
grade of work. 

It is a credit to this town that every child who com- 
pleted the elementary school work last year has con- 
tinued in school 'this year, all ‘but two being in Proctor 
Academy 
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No attemipt thas been smade to introduce = radical 
dhanges in the schools. The minimum standards set 
for the first three grades have been met, and the state 
program has ‘been the accepted standard for all grades. 
It is highly desirable that we have music in all the 
schools, but no special es has been ‘available ‘this 
year. 

I wish to thank ‘the ben tiles and school officers for 
their helpfulness and cordial cooperation.
